PITTSBURGH (INA). — Judge Michael 
A, Musmanno, presiding judge at the 
war crimes tribunal in Nuremberg and an 
expert witness at the Eichmann trial, 
died here on Saturday at the age of 72.

and supported the just cause of Israel in 
every stage of its rebirth and develop- 
ment.

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Sirhan’s trial 
postponed to 
December 


LOS ANGELES. — The trial of Sirhan 
Bishara Sirhan, the 24-year-old Jordanian 
charged with murdering Senator Robert 
Kennedy, was yesterday reset for De- 
cember 9. The court granted the request 
of Sirhan’s defence attorney, who said his 
counsel could not be reedy for the sche~ 
duled date of November 1. 

Superior Judge Herbert Walker, who 
will try the case, said the jury will be 
locked up nightly to protect it from he- 
ing influenced by any outside elements. If 
a jury has not been impanelied by De- 
cember 23, he said, the trial would be 
recessed until after the New Year holi- 
days. 

The prosecution opposed the postpone- 
ment. 

Judge Walker also Defence At- 
torney Russel Parson's requests that 37 
ariicles of evidence be turned over to 
him for examination. Included were writ- 
ten statements by 67 persons who said 
they saw Sirhan at or around the Am- 
bassador Hotel the night and morning of 
June 4-5, when Kennedy was shot. They 
also included police interviews with per- 
sons who said they saw Sirhan practing 
with a pistol at a firlug range and pur- 
chasing ammunition in a gun shop.

First re- 
ports said 30 people were injured in the 
township, Meckering, about 145 kilometres 
east of here. 

The earthquake wag the second to hit 
Weatern Australia yesterday. The: first, 
which struck just before noon, sent 
hundreds of people fleeing into the streets 
in this state capital of nearly 500,000 
peopie. City buildings cracked and walls 
and ceilings collapsed. Few quakes have 
been recorded here in recent times. 

The second earthquake Jasted about two 
minutes, the radio said. Hundreds of 
children and adults were sifting in cine- 
mas in Perth yesterday morning when 
the first quake struck. Western Australia 
was celebrating the official birthday of 
Queen Elizabeth, and places of entertain- 
ment were especially busy becalise of the

Sir, — Mr. RE. Groas’ letter (Post, 
October 4) would have deserved no com- 
ment were it an isolated case of blind 
assertion, Unfortunately, many otherg in 
and outside Israel have been in line with 
his convictions that Israel’s boundarieg are 
the historic ones extending from the 
Enphrates down to the Nile and from the 
River Jordan westward to the sea. 

In answer to this iDusion here is a quo- 
tation from a pamphlet written in 1954 by 
S. Penrose, President of the American 
University of Beirut. He writes: “Two 
types of Biblical quotations are usually 
asserted as belng the spiritual justifica- 
tion for the establishment of modern Is- 
rael. The first of these are the promises 
made to Abraham In various verses of 
Genesis, Primarily, Genesis xv: 18 is 
cited: ‘Unto thy seed have I given this 
land from the river of Egypt unto the 
-great river, the river Euphrates’.” 

Professor Alfred Guillaume of the 
University of London points out in his 
article “Zionists and the Bible” that the 
phrase “Unto thy seed” inevitably includes 
Arabs, both Moslems and Christians, who 


- can claim descent from Abraham through - 


his son Ismail. Ismail was born before 
Isaac but after the promise, The second 
type of reference quoted is the prophecies 
relative to the return from the Babylonian 
exile. One need only note that these pro- 
phecies were fulfilled completely. As Pro- 
fessor Guillaume points out: “Within the 
canonical literature of the Old Testament 
there Is no prophecy of 8 second exile or 
return after the return from the Baby- 
lonian exile."

cial autonomy. Up till now, university aue 
thorities have had to get permlasion from 
Paris for even minor repairs. Students are 
Suaranteed up to 50 per cent of the seats 
on these councils. 

Other councils are to be elected at the 
university, regional and national levels, 
including at the top of the pyramid men 
and women drawn from public life outside 
university circles, 

Ὁ much for the theory. But in practice 
this Uheral programme will be conmiders 
ably restricted. First, the Ministry in Pa- 
ris retains total control over both the 
content and administration of all examina- 
tions leading to national degrees. Secondly, 
the broad lines of French education, the 
broad budgetary decisions, the creation of 
new universities, will all stlil be decided 
at the centre. Thirdly, exercise of student 
power will also be checked in specific 
ways: first-year students will have no vote 
in the election of college councils; only 
third-year students will have a say in de- 
termining research prograromeés; no stu- 
dent voice will be heard in the appointment 
of teachers, a prerogative retained by the 
‘teaching staffs themselves. 

..& weakness of M. Faure's Bill is that 
it does not grasp the nettle of university 
selection. At present the baccalanréat, 
suramut of the French secondary’ school 
system, is the passport to higher educa- 
tion. As a result, France has this year 
more than 600,000 students — more than 
Britain and Germany together — but little 
more than half of them have any real 
Prospect of finishing the course. Many, un-~ 
suited for higher education, will drop out. 

‘They key problem of French’ education 
is how to stop this waste of men and re- 
sources. To introduce university entrance 
examinations, as in Britain, runs counter 
to deep-seated French tradition and is po- 
litically well-nigh impossible. 

Faure is attempting to circumvent the 
problem by instituting a new certiticate of 
secondary education, less exalted than the 
beccalauréut, in the hope that on securing 
it, many pupils will consider their studies 
at an end. He is also proposing ‘a system 
of short courses to Jeave the main stream 
of university education uncluttered by any 
but the most serious and capable students. 

Even if Faure’s Bill is made law, in a 
reasonably unemasculated form, its pro- 
blems are by no means over, Last May's 
Yevolt wag powered at the university level 
would-be student reformers, but also 
‘by revolutionary student pollticians. 
Faure's plans may satisfy the reformers, 
‘but will it silence the revolutionaries? 

Throughout the troubles, they cam- 
paigned for, and secured by brute force, 
‘the right to hold political meetings inside 
university buildings. Inevitably, Faure is 
now being judged, by both the extreme 
Right and the extreme Left, on whether 
or not politics are to become a permanent 
feature on the campus. 

He took a bold line by saying that of 
course students should take an interest 
in politics, but immediately restricted the 
practical consequences of his thought by 
jaying down that political discussion could 
take place only in specially designated 
rooms, and that no minority could claim 
& Monopoly of these facilities, 

The great question mark is how the 
political factions, which raised hell from 
one end of France to another last May, 
wilk faterpret these provisions. 

Whatever the doubis surrounding Edgar 
Faure’s reform, it has two outstanding 
merits. It is couched in generous, -Imagi- 
native and, above all, general terms, lay- 
ing down a broad line of policy which al- 
lows those who have to apply it a wide 
Measure of responsibility. And it gives 
everyone — teachers, administrators, and 
frustrated students alike — so much to 
do and think about that the inItiative in the 
crucial months ahead will continue to le 
squarely in the Minister's hands,

LAs week Beersheba marked the 
Shicshim memorial day of the late 
Ray-Seren, Dr. Shlomo Zvi-Ran.

The latter made him even More fully 
conscious of his Jewishnuess. Called up by 
the Medical Corps during World War ΤΙ, 
he wag taken prisoner by the Russians 
and spent the rest of the war in a prison 
camp in Siberia until released in 1945. 
In prison camp he adhered to his life goal 
of being 8 Jew and healer. After the 
war he worked in refugee camps in Aus 
tria, then tried to reach Palestine on an 
illegal boat, was caught and interned in

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Wilson and the BBC: 


Is there a boycott? 


LONDON.’ — Strained relations between 
the Prime Minister and the BBC are at 
the centre of current discussions Jn poll- 
tical and broadcasting circles about the 
role of a national radio and television 
service in a democracy. National in this 
context means ἃ corporation operating 
under a charter from the Government and 
financed by it with funds collected from 
the public In the form of licence fees. 


The public became aware of differences 
between Downing Street and Broadcasting 
House last week when Mr. Wilson chose 
to give his first natlonwide television in- 
terview in almost ἃ year to the independent 
commercial network (although independent 
is perhaps a misnomer — the commercial 
network, too, operates under a charter 
from the Government, although it is finan- 
ced by the revenue from advertisenients}, 

While 1 Prime Ministeria] appearance 
on either channel is certain to attract 
maximum viewer attention, the BBC has 
traditionally been regarded — and has rz- 
garded itself — as the more appropriate 
platform for Ministerial broadcasts, espe- 
elally by ἃ Prime Minister and more par- 
tlewlarly by a Prime Minister wn has ποῖ 
confronted the electorate througa the 
powerful medium of television for alntest 
twelve months. 


BBC officials make no secret of the fact 
that they feel Mr. Wiison’s choice of the 
commercial channel was a deliberate snub, 
parallel with another which they feel they 
suffered after the 1966 General Electior 
when Mr. Wilson refused an interview tc 
a BBC reporter. 


Spokesmen for Mr, Wilson inaist that 
he has not declared a hoycott of the BBC, 
but are quick to follow this up witn ex- 
amples of what they consider 4ostile re- 
porting of his public appearances, even to 
the extent of alleging that one BBC ca- 
Mera crew deliberately whipped up the 
fury of a crowd of anti-Wilson demonstra~ 
tors. 


It is true that BBC news and discuasiou 
programmes have presented the facts of 
Mr. Wilson's political fortunes as they are. 
‘When, earlier this yeur, there were ru- 
mours of a campaign to have him removed 
from the leadership, the BBC invited yo- 
liticians and commentators to discuss his 
policies and performance. But this raised 
no public eyebrows, Nor did the critical 
voices heard on all BBC channels on the 
Government's economic policies. Radio and 
television audiences have long taken the 
independence of BBC news services for 
granted and if the Prime Minister receiver 
a hostle reception at a public gathering 
they expect to be tuld about it 


The developing view in Government 
circles appears to be that, while facts ure 
sacred, comment is out. In a year in which 
the Government has faced an almost total- 
ly hostile press, Ministers are said to feel 
agerleved that the BEC has not followed 
a more “factual” line and has allowed 
itself to be influenced by a climate of opin- 
jon created by the preas. 


One report this week suggested that the 
Government would only be satisfied by a 
BBC decision to cut all editorialising in 
its news broadcasts, to delete even such 
generalized comment 85 “it has been 
a dull day at the party conference” and 
to present only balanced accounts of the 
speeches delivered. 


No one for a moment can Imagine the 
chairmen of either the BBC or the Inde- 
pendent Television Authority agreeing to 
such conditions — nor is there the machin- 
ery by which the Government could impose 
them. The chartera of both bodies have 
been drafted in such a way as to ensure 
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that they are free of Government interfcr- 
ence, any Government. 

Nevertheless, it is clear that there have 
heen behind-the-scenes attempts to per- 
suade the governors of the BEC, or at least 
its charman, Lord Hill, a former Con- 
servative Minister, to pass the news of the 
Cabinet's dissatisfaction down the line. 

The concern of Mr. Wilson and his Min= 
isters is made more acute by their know- 
Jedge that the BBC is at present cunsi- 
dering the introduction of a day-long radia 
news service on a special channel. The pub- 
Jie Impact of any constantly repeated crie 
tical news item is not difficult to Imagine 
and the fact that Ministers are secking to 
obviate this risk is not surprising. 

But any attempt to force the EBC to 
change its policy of allowing thelr news 
editors full freedom of selection and pre- 
sentation will bring a howl of protest from 
8 publle which tends to regard freedom 
of speech and the independence of the BBC 
as one and indivisible, 

Mr. Wilson is well aware of this fact 
and It is probably in the hope of exercising 
moral suasion on the BBC to “mend its 
ways” that he chose to smile with favour 
on the independent network, But even here, 
to his obvious discomfort, he could not es- 
cape. The first question thrown at him hy 
one of the three journalist interviewers 
was: “How long do you Intend keeping up 
your boyvolt of the BBC?”

E rode into the Western world 

on a camel, amid a swirl of 
desert sand in “Lawrence of Arabia.” 
Since then, he has created many 
memorable motion picture roles: “Dr 
Zhivago," Nicky Arenstein in “Fun- 
ny Girl"; and when I last saw him 
a few weeks azo. he was letting his 
hair grow wild for the title role in 
“Che’, based on the life of Che Gue- 
vara. 

Omar Sharif is a man of many 
parts: He has become a “great loy- 
er" of today’s cinema: he is an 

irer of fine horses, who dreams 
about getting out of the movie rat- 
race and settling down to breed and 
race thoroughbreds, perhaps in the 
South of France, But above all he 
has 2 passion for cards — to be spe- 
cific, contract bridge. 

Sharif is a familiar figure in dozens 
of bridge clubs in three continents. 
In addition, he has twice captained 
Egyptian teams in international com- 
petitions. Each time, he became the 
centre of a furor when his team, 
acting on orders of the Arab Boy- 
cott Office or government agencies, 
refused to sit down at the table to 
play against Israel. In 1964, Egypt's 
refusal made headlines in the New 
York papers; by 1968, it was tucked 
away in two paragraphs in an inside 
page of the more obscure papers. 
What was overlooked was that, while 
his team could not play Israel, Sharif 
himself played a symbolic deal with 
some members of Israe]’s team.

_On a recent network television late 
night show, Sharif surprised his 
host by saying that the greatest 
pleasure he gets out of his film 
career is that it gives him the oppor- - 
tunity and the means to indulge in 
bridge. “Everywhere I go,” he said, 
“I am introduced ag Omar the Actor. 
Only once I would like to be intro- 
duced as Omar the Playmaker — 
and I mean bridge plays.” 


Pioneering professionals 


His latest venture is Omar Sha- 
rif's Bridge Circus. As his support- . 
ing cast. be has gathered around. 
him a group of prodigious bridge 
talents: Giorgio Belladonna and Be- 
nito Garozzo of Italy's world cham- 
pion Blue Team, regarded by many 
as the world’s greatest players: 
Claude Delmouly of Paris, a world 
and European champion; and Leon 
Yallouze, an tian Jew now re- 
siding in Paris who has an enviable 
record in international competition. 

The Circus started off with tours 
in Holland and Italy, where they 
drew large crowds. In August, Sha- 
rif and his players toured six Amer- 
ican cities and met the best bridge 
players the U.S, and Canada could 
put against him. Among the oppo- 
sition was a team of eight of Amer- 
ica's finest players, including ail the 
members of the 1968 U.S. Olympiad 
team — Sharif won handsomely. 

At each centre, crowds flocked to 

see the Circus at $3 a ticket. Has 


bridge at last become a spectator 
sport? Or is it the magic name of 
Omar Sharif and his personal ap- 
pearances that proved to be the 
magnet? 

1 suspect it might be the latter, 
for in the audience were many wo- 
men who obviously could barely tell 
a heart from a spade, but stayed 
through the four hours of bridge 
with their eyes glued to the closed 
circuit television screen showing 
Omar at play. But the future of 
bridge lies in its appeal as a spec- 
tator sport, and Oraar Sharif’s Cir- 
cus is pioneering in this field. 

Sharif starts with a tremendous 
advantage — his fame as a film 
star opens the door to television 
and radio interviews and he never 
fails to plug bridge. The hat of the 
film star serves to publicize the 
feats of the bridge promoter. So 
successful was the American tour 
that he plans to come back for two 
tours in 1969.

Equatorial Guinea 


becomes independent 
SANTA ISABEL, Eyuatorial Guinea 
(UPI). — Equatorial Guinea Saturday 
became <Africa’s 38th country to attain 
independence since World War Π, Her flag 
was holsted here after Prestdent Francis- 
co Mackas and the Spanish Minister of 
Information: and Tourism, Manuel Fraga 
Tribarne, acting as Foreign Minister, had 
signed the document for the transfer of 
powers. 

It was from the same staff that the 
Spanish flag was hauled down for the last 
time at sunset on Friday to mark the end 
of Spain's 182 years of colonial rule. 

The Spanish Minister told reporters that 
Spain's help to Guinea would continue for 
two more years. 
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New Viking artifacts 
found in Newfoundland) wungarian paper 


OSLO (Ofns). — 
A Norwegian archaeological expedition 
<4 has discovered old Norse jewellery in 
Newfoundland, on the site at L’Anse aux 
Meudows where previous excavations turn- 
οὐ up what appeared to be a Viking settle- 
ment. Many specialists have doubted the 
Norse origin of the buildings, but evidence 
of a pre-Columbian discovery of North 
America is now building up to a point 
where it would be difficult to refute. ᾿ 

The leader of the present expedition is 
Helge Ingstad, an Oslo archaeologist, who 
undertook the original excavations at 
L'Anse aux Meadows in 1960. Jn a despatch 
to an Oslo newspaper, he describes finding 
bronze jewellery of an easily identifigble 
type. One of the pieces was ἃ buckle used 
during the tenth century A.D. This agrees 
with the radioactive dating methods used 
on the L'Anse aux Meadows site, and with 
the literary evidence in the sagas which 
led to its discovery. 

Hitherto, doubts have been concentrated 
on the Jack of artifacts. This is Mr. 
Ingstad’s eighth expedition to find Vinland, 
the Icelandic sagas’ name for the parts 
of North America discovered by the Norse- 
men. Although on all previous excavations 
he and his companions turned up the re- 
matns of more buildings, the only artifact 
was a spinning stone. It was 4 cylindrical 
piece of soapstone with a hole in the 
centre, a well-known object in Scandina- 
vian archaeology. It is a primitive spin- 
ning device, used to give momentum to a 
distaff. But since the specimen discovered 
at L'Anse aux Meadows lay in country 
tohubited by Indians and Eskimos for cen- 
turies, some critics maintain that it could 
possibly have been a bead or other form 
of crude jewellery used in their Stone Age 
cultures, Spinning and weaving were un- 
koown among elther when the Vikings 
went to America. 

Normally, conclusive evidence of an ar- 
chaeological site’s nature depends on the 
artifacts discovered, at least in excavations 
of this nature, where all that is left of 
ancient buildings is thelr foundations, buried 
und eroded by the topsoli. In the case of 
L’Anse aux Meadows, the plans were iden- 
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tified ag medieval Icelandic by a number of 
authorities, but critics have said that this 
does not exclude 15th-century Basque or 
later American Indian, 

Mr. Ingstad explained the almost, com- 
plete dearth of artifacts by the well-known 
scavenging propensities of Eskimos and In- 
dians. In Greenland, for example, where thie 
Norse 0 of medieval ruins has never 
been in doubt, it is rare indeed to find a 
tool, a piece of jewellery or. a domestic 
utensil in areas.of ancient Eskimo settle- 
meat. The sites have been. picked clean 
over the centuries. In order to rebut his! 
eritics, and doubtless to relieve any nagging 
doubts of his own, Mr. Ingstad has re- 
turned again and again to Newfoundland 
to look for some object that would settle 
the matter beyond a peradventure. He.now 
seems to have succeeded. 

If the L’Anse aux Meadows colony lasted 
as long as it now seems to have, then 
history will have to be revised. The con- 
ventional idea of the Atlantic as a “sea of 
darkness” until Columbus made his crossing 
appears difficult to sustain. Mr. 
appears now to have proved what scholars 
have long suspected: that the Norsemen 
ran what were in effect medieval shipping 
Umes to the New World.

T= Finnish Jocal government elections 
last week, expected to sive the first 
reliable clues to the lasting effects of 
the Czechoslovak crisis on Western 
Buropean polities,turned our to be a 
swing to the Right and the rise of a 
Poujadist faction under Finland's own 
“Governor Wallace,” Mr. Veikko Venna- 
mo. 

In few other Western countries was 
the Soviet intervention in Czechosloyukia 
felt 80 deeply a3 in Finland. The Finns 
narrowly escaped sharing the Czechs’ fate 
of belng converted into a satellite in 
1948, when a Communist putsch in Hel- 
sinki was averted at the last moment. In 
the same year, Finland was compelled to 


’ sign a treaty of “friendship and mutual 


assistance” with the Soviet Union, which 


ἡ yecogmised her neutrality, bur which has 


had the effect of circumscribing her ἰη- 
dependence. Finjand must placate the 
Kremlin leaders both in foreign affairs 
and in her choice of leaders. 

Most Finns would admit that their pre- 
sent Popular Front Government (the only 
one of its kind im Western Europe) was 
forced on them by Russian pressure. It 
was painfolly engineered afier the 1966 
general election by the Finnish President. 
Dr. Urho Kekkonen, in order to secure 
political stability aud assuage Moscow 
after decades of shifting coalitions and 
fitfal Soviet criticsim. With Communists 
sharing power in Helsink!, and Russia, 
vast and brooding across the borders, Finns 
are understandebly sensitive to the way 
the Kremlin acts towards neighbouring 
States. 


Communists lose ground 


Despite a traditional nationalism and 
loud condemnation of the Soviet occupa- 
tion of Czéchoslovakia, the Finnish Com- 
munists suffered heavily in the elections. 
They fell from 21 per cent of the votes 
cast in the 1966 general elections to 16 
per cent. The Social Democrats were re- 
duced slightly, from 24.8 per cent to 23.5 
per cent. 

The Finnish Communists are understand- 
ably perturbed at the result. They are the 
only Communists to hold office in West- 
ern Europe, and they openly claimed that 
their task was to show European democ- 
racies that Communist parties could ac- 
cept parltamentary rules. They were in- 
tended as a model for the French and 
Italian parties, the only comparable 
in size. And now they have been rebuffed 
by their own electorate. 

The Conservatives, however, Increased 
from 10 per cent of the votes cast in 
1966 to just over 17 per cent, and have 
thereby replaced the Communists as the 
third party tn Finland. The Isrgest party 
remains the Social Democrats, followed 
by the Centre (Agrarian) Party. But even 
they lost somewhat to the parties on the 
Right, chiefly the Smallholders’ Party of 
Mr. Vennamo. τὸ 

He advanced in a way quite foreign 
to tha voting patterns of Finland. From 
12 per cent of the votes in 1966, he 
-has now risen to 12 per cent. He appears 
to have taken most of his votes from 
the Communist sand Centre parties. 

Mr.Vennamo is a demagogue who 
Plays on discontent alone. He claims to 
represent the “forgotten people,” the small 
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farmers, stopkeepers and little -peopte 
who feel themselves threatened by.

Politicians of most parties admit pri- 
vately that the elections have been a vate 
of no confidence in the Popular Front 
Government. This consists of Social De- 
mocrats, Centre Party, Communist Party, 
and a small left-wing Socialist Party, and 
the Swedish People's party, representing 


the Swedish-speaking minority. Together 


they hold 164 ont of the 200 seats in 
the Diet. : 

Mr. Vennamo Is the only representative 
ot his party in the Diet, but on his show- 
ing at the local government elections ne 
would have about 15 seats. Together with 
the Conservatives, he has consistently at- 
tacked the admission of Communists to 
the Cabinet, and helped by the Czechos- 
jevaxian crisis, this has obviously paid 
off. 

When the voters gave the ruling Social 
Democrats of Sweden a landslide victory 
recently, they were expressing the in- 
grained Swedish fear of change by endors- 
ing a government in office for almost 40 
years. The Finns have no such inhibitions. 
In the half-century of their independence 


from Russia they have had 51 govern- 


ments, and there are already voices cal- 
ing for a new general election to make 
way for the 52nd.

Finland turns right - 
in voting surprise.. 
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τς .MONTGOMERY, Ala. (NANA). — 

HE two of them were sitting near the 

_ floor in the civic auditorium in Ham- 
mand, Indiana, surrounded by thousands 
of similar believers, shifting back and forth 
on the hard fold-out seats, staring at the 
empty stage. They were waiting for an ap- 
pesrance by the presidential candidate. 

“George Wallace says civil rights means 
we are free to associate or not as we see 
fit,” ssid Kenneth Bennett, a 21-year-old 
pre-law student from Chicago. “People are 
not equal and there's no sense kidding our- 
selves that they are. People who are not 
equal should not have’ to mix with each 
other. That's what George Wallace is say- 
ing. 1 believe it. He's not a racist, and 
neither am ἘΝ 

His friend, Ray Dean, 2 27-year-old auto- 
mechanic and father of two daughters, was 
sitting next to him. He fiddled with matches 
because smoking was not permitted in the 
hall. 

“Wallace has done a pretty good job 
stopping them so far, down in Ajahama,” 
Dean said quietly. “Yes, you know who I'm 
talling about. He's the only one who can 
slow down this civil rights-Conimunist stuff, 
He's the only one. People don't have to be 
killed doing st, either. All you have to do 
is tell them you'll enforce the law, then 
do it. Hel do it.” 

When he came to centre stage the two 
young men stood and cheered, stomped 
and shouted with the rest: "We want Wal- 
lace!" In hie 50-minute delivery Wallace 
satisfied thelr impression of him. 

Less than three months after Wallace 
took office in Alabama the Birmingham 
police chiet, Bull Connor. was using fire- 
hoses and dogs to keep civil rights demon- 
strators at bay. But Wallace wasn’t satis- 
tied. He ordered his beefed-up foree of state 
troopers, armed with shotguns and riffes 
and wearing their recently issued helmets, 
t stop the demonstrations. It took them 
a few days and many cracked skulls but 
they succeeded, under the direction of State 
Police Chief Al Lingo, 2 Wallace crony. 

But the: Birmingham violence smoldered 
and Aared throughout the summer of 1963, 
with a continuing round of bombings, bura- 
ings and shootings, until four Negro girls 
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were killed in a dynamite explosion of a 
Negro church one Sunday morning that 
September. The BI arrested some sus- 
pected bombers in Birmingham and was 
preparing a case against them when the 
state of Alabama stepped in and ‘had them 
and convicted of a lesser crime. 

Wallace's justification cams in the form 
of a suggested explanation, which he re- 
peated through four years of violence: the 
bombings were the work of Negro miif- 
tants deliberately "designed to embarrass 


by any Wegal federal court order, even to 
the point of standing in the schoolhouse 
@oor in person.” In upholding that pledge 
Taonths later he managed to achieve an- 
ather of his successful defeats, one that 
‘was to bring him enough nationwide speak- 
ing offers to make a flop seem like his 
finest hour. 

The University of Alabama became his 
stage when a federal judge ordered the en- 
rolment of two Negro students, Vivian 
Malone and James Hood. Wallace hoped to 
turn the show into a spectacular success 
with himself in the heroic role of hopeless 
defiance and a supporting cast that in- 
cluded the national guard, state troopers, 
the Justice Dept, and a nationwide TV 
audience. 

On enrollment day in June, while the 
cameras roiled, Wallace stood behind the 
podium with a microphone and watched 
Nicholas Katzenbach, then Assistant U.S. 
Attorney General, approach with folded 
arms. Wallace held up his hand and stop- 
ped him, then made his prepared lUttle 
Speech about the evil of “ommipotent fe- 
deral government.” At the end of it he 
Surrendered to the of the tempo- 
rarily federalized Alabama National Guard. 
‘Wallace had made his point: he surrep- 
aered to a Southern soldier, not the federal 
government, and he seemed quite satisfied 
with the ceremonious, futile production. 

But Wallace couldn't resist an attempt 
to make the show more dramatic, and this 
time it turned into a statewide tragicomedy. 
He sent guardsmen to achools where 
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during workout at Mexico City.

In a year of unprecedented political surprises in the 
U.S., one of the most striking developments is the 
emergence of George Wallace of Alabama as a national 
contender for the Presidency—indeed, the man who may 
decide the outcome of the election, This is the second 
article in a series that critically examines the man some 
Americans regard as a “saviour” and others as a “dema- 
gogue,” and it examines his programmes and promises.

Some were arrested 
but nearly 800 were trampled, beaten, gas- 
sed and shot at before they got back to 
their church in Selma. . 

The Rev. Martin Luther King announced 
another attempt would be made March 25. 
The demonstrators came from all over 
the U.S. and their ranks grew to 25,000. 
Just before it began, however, a white Uni- 
tarian minister, the Rev. James J. Reeb of 
Boston, was beaten to death after eating 
with Negroes in a Selma cafe. Three white 
men were later tried for the murder and 
acquitted. 

Under the protection of federalized na- 
tional guardsmen and Army regulars the 
marchers reached Montgomery in four 
days. Wallace, out from behind the 
drawn blinds in his capitol office at the 
thousands of Negroes οὐ Dexter Ave., 
heard an aide say, “In a few years that 
may be the way an inauguration crowd 
looks." 

That night Mrs. Viola Linzzo, a Detroit 
housewife, drove a carload of Negroes to 
Selma and was on her way beck to Mont~ 
fomery for more, accompanied by Leroy 
Moton, a 19-year-old Negro. A car full 
of white men followed them for five miles 
on Highway 80 before pulling alongside. 
Several shots were fired and Mrs. Liuzzo 
died at the wheel. Three Klansmen were 
tried for the killing and acquitted. They 
were later convicted of conspiracy in a fe~ 
deral court and each received a sentence 
of 10 years. 

The dey after Mrs. Liuzzo's murder Wal- 
lace sought to pin the Communist label on 
Dr. King’s march. And be commended the 
people of Alabama for thelr “restraint,” 
adding: “It’s still safer on Highway 80 in 
Alabama than riding the subway in New 


York.” 

Senator Wayne Morse said Wal- 
lace’s hands were “dripping with blood” 
and called him a “punk.” Wallace replied 
that he would “rather be a punk than ἃ, 
pink” and told Morse to “have his head 
examined.” Morse took this opportunity to 
point out that Wallace “in December, 1946, 
was granted a service-connected disability 
tor psycho-neurosis, for which an evalaa- 
Hon of 10 was assigned.” (Wallace still 
receives the 10 per cent disability penston.> 
And Wallace satd: 

“Weil, at least I have & paper that cer- 
tifies I have 90 per cent of my faculties, 
which is more than Wayne Morse can 
elaim!”

NAZARETH. — “if my brother's daugh- 
ter had worn traditional long Arab panties 
instead of flimsy Jewish underwear, none 
of this would have heppened” Muhamed 
Atiyah, aged 47, of Bir Jaish, told the 
Magistrates Court here on Saturday. Ati« 
yah was accused of assaulting his niece 
and one of her netghbours. 

The “affair of the panties” happened 
last April while Atiyah was escorting 
his niece home. A spring gust which blew 
up her skirt allowed him to see the 
modern “Jewish” panties she was wear- 
ing instead of the traditional Arab ones 
which come below the knees. Atiyah there- 
upon flew into a blind rage and started 
hitting her. 

‘When her father, on hearing her shouts, 
Came to her rescue, he too was attacked. 
The neighbour then joined the affray and 
tried to separate the two, but was at- 
tacked in turn and suffered a broken arm. 

Judge A. Kteily failed to impress on 
Atiyah that he had acted unwisely aud 
that only a spring gust was at fault. 
‘When he fined him IL200 and bound him 
over to keep the peace for a yeer on 
an IL500 bond. Atlyah expressed his sur- 
prise “but surely,” he said, “anybody 
who attempts to separate two men who 
are fighting knows that he will come out 
much the worse.”

Arab and Jewish rallies 
slated in Hebron today 


By ANAN SAFADI, Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HEBRON. — Security reinforcements were due to move in early this morning 
in advance of demonstrations: called here for today. On the one hand, unnamed 
Arab elements have called for protests against Jewish prayers at the Machpelah 
Cave in the Tomb of the Patriarchs, while on the other the Land of Israel. 
Movement may attempt to defy a ban on its scheduled rally. (See adjacent 


column.) 

The security forces moving this mor- 
ning into Hebron were sald to be pre- 
ee ἴα prevent mass gatherings of any 

ind. 


The call for demonstrations and a ge- 
neral business and school strike in Heb- 
Ton was nourished by resentment of the 
demolition by the authorities of steps on 
the eastern side of the Ibrahimi mosque, 
housed next to the Machpelah. 

The Nablus MUultary Governor yester- 
day warned Hebron leaders against fur- 
ther school strikes and demonstrations, 
addlog that institutions that maintained 
continuous strikes might be closed down. 

Yesterday seven of the 15 schools which 
went on strike.Sunday were still closed. 


Hebron leaders were said to have pre- " 


pared'an appeal to students urging them 
to return to their schools and refrain 
from further demonstrations. 

The demolition of the stairs was car- 
ried out on Sunday,” together with se- 
curity measures following last Wednes- 
day’s handgrenade explosion at the site, 
in which 47 Israelis were wounded, 15 
seriously. It is understood that this de- 
molition was not itself a security measure. 

A Military Government spokesman told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that the 
removal on Fridey of stairs on the east- 
ern side of the Ibrahimi Mosque, which 
forms part of the Tomb of the Patriarchs, 
was part of a general landscaping plan 
aimed at clearing and beautifying the 
area around the tomb. 


The removal of these stairs will not . 


change the present arrangements for ac- 
cess to the tomb by either Jews or Mos- 
Jems. While Jews use the western en- 
trance to the tomb, Moslems go in main- 
ly from another eastern stairway that 
has not been touched, The exit used by 
Jewish visitors is at the centre of the 
building, and is not that which has been 
pulled down. 

The stairs that were removed were 
built some 200 to 300 years ago, and with 
their removal a part of a wall dating 
back to the Herodian period was un- 
covered, it was stated. The uncovering 
of this wall was part et the general land- 
scaping pian which also included {πὸ 
clearing up of rubble around the tomb. 

Locat residents expressed thelr concern 
to The Jerusalem Pust at “the intention 
to build a synagogue on the eastern side 
of the larger building which houses both 
the Ibrahimi mosque and the Machpelah 
Tomb. Over the week-end, the Mayor, 
Sheikh Mohammed Ali Ja'‘abari, told The 
Jerusalem Post that Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan told him that the construe- 
tion of such a synagogue was being con- 
sidered “in the event of the Moslems 
feeling that Jewish prayers in the adja- 
cent Machpelah disturbed them." Accord- 
jog to Sheikh Ja‘abari, Mr. Dayan in- 
dicated that the synagogue might be 
built in such way as to provide a path 
to the Machpelah underneath the Mosque 
area, which would thus remain undis- 
turbed, As to this suggestion, however, 
Sheikh Ja‘abari noted that local Moslems 
are not disturbed by the Jews who visit. 
the place at the prescribed hours. 

The blowing up of five houses and two 
stores belonging to families whose mem- 
bers were involved in recent terrorist 
activities, including last Wednesday's 
hhandgrenade throwing, was protested 
here on Saturday by an assembly of 200 
community and religious leaders. The 
meeting exptessed its abhorrence of the 
attack on the Israeli visitors. 

The tense situation in Hebron sparked 
unrest in Nablus on Sunday. Over 1,500 
school-girls staged a procession, for which 
Police permission had been obtained, 
Shouting anti-Israeli slogans and support 
of Egypt's President Nasser. whose name 
was chanted by the marchers. Moving 
towards the Nablus prison, which houses 
over 350 captured Fatah men, the demon- 
strators shouted support of the Fatah, 
crying “long live al-Assifah,” the military 
arm of the Fatah. 

The escorting miitary and civil police 
blocked the demonstrators when the pro- 
cession neared the 10031 Military Govern- 
ment headquarters, but the girls dispersed 
only after @ smoke bomb had been set 
off and bursts fired in the air. They 
reassembled a short while later, breaking 
up after marobing through the main 
streets. 

The situation in Hebron had been a 
main topic in the news bulletins broad- 
cast by Arab radio stations, which claim- 
τὰ that the town had been “under quar- 
antine” since last Wednesday. Actually, 
there were many Jewish visitors In Heb- 
Yon, if not as many as on some holidays, 


and the outward atmosphere was calm. 
Accusing the Israeli authorities of im- 
posing “an atmosphere of terror” in the 
town, the Amman dailies, “A-Destour and 
“A-Diffa," said tkat the situation in Heb- 


ron is most dangerous. The latter news- - 


Paper also reported that Abdul-Rahim 
Jaber, who was arrested for organizing 
the placing of grenades in public places 
in Jerusalem and Tel Aviv in August and 
September, had “died in Att prison 
(near Haifa) recently as a result of 
wounds he received in the battle in which 
he was taken prisoner.” Jaber, who was 
captured last month following a claah 
with border forces, was ‘last night re- 
ported to be under treatment for wounds 
in the leg.

The “Land of Israel Movement" last 
night announced it intends to hold its

Buses will leave at 3 p.m. from Binye- 
nei Ha'ooma in Jerusalem for the 5618: 
outside the Tomb of the Patriarchs “in 
order to demonstrate our identification 
with the Jewish settlers in Hebron and to 
show we are not deterred by Arab terror- 
ism.” the announcement said. 


The Army spokesman had announced 
on Sunday thst the Military Governor 
had recelved instructions not to permit 
any gathering, assembly or demonstration 
ut the Tomb of the Patriarchs or in Heb- 
τοῦ which would be in excess of the nor- 
mal visits.” 

The offtcial Government announcement 
noted that the Ministerial Committee for 
the Administered Territories had been 
procopted by advertixements in the press 
calling on the public to attend the Jaur 
Hag rally. The Committee believes that 
the large numbers of visitors to the Tomb 
even after last Wednesday's grenade in- 
cident preclude the need for “any special 
additional inspired demonstration... Rather, 
such a demonstration might be expected 
Only to increase tension amt lead to 
trouble,” it was stated. ᾿ 

The “Land of Israel” sald: “We do not 
intend organizing a public demonstration, 
only to encourage prayers at the tomb, 
There will be no speeches.” The move~ 
ment spokesman regretted that the au- 
thorities did not see fit to contact the 
movement secretariat to discover its in- 
tentlons before giving such publicity to 
the prohibition, “It created an unneces- 
Sary opportunity for future tension and 
official support for anyone seeking to ob- 
struct the return of Jews to Hebron,” the 
statement reo/.

SAN FRANCISCO (Reuter).— American 
presidential candidate George Wallace 
has revealed for the first time the 


American Independent Party's platform, 
which calls for atrengthening forelgn and 


. domestic policy. 


On foreign policy the platform called 
for aid and assistance to be denied to 
pzations militarily opposing the U.S, in 
Vietnam and elsewhere. It also called for 
a military victory in Vietnam should 
peace negotiations fail, Steps to be taken 
should include the “destruction of the 
will to fight or resist on the part of the 
Government of North Vietnam.” 

On domestic issues the platform pro- 
posed a broadening of police powers to 
enforce law and order and the restora~ 
tion of state and local government con- 
trol.
